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‘Ceri loved life and was always smiling’ 

Moving tribute paid 
to Barry man who 
died in collision on 
Docks Link Road 


THE FAMILY of a 20-year-old Barry 
man, who had just moved into a new 
home with his girlfriend and nine-month- 
old baby, have paid a moving tribute to 
him, after he was killed in a collision on 
the Docks Link Road. 

Ceri John Godwin was described by his family as 
“someone who lived live to the full... and was 
always smiling”. 

The accident happened at 5.30pm on Monday at 
the junction with Coldbrook Road East. It involved 
an orange-coloured BMW and a black-coloured 
Renault Clio. 

Four other people sustained minor injuries in the 
collision. 

Ceri had recently moved into a new home in 
Barry with his girlfriend Kelly Allan and their baby 
daughter, Lacey Godwin. 

Mr Godwin’s family released the following trib¬ 
ute to him: 

“Ceri loved life to the full and he will be greatly 
missed by all of his family and friends, who are 
absolutely devastated at this tragic news, and are 
heart-broken that he is no longer with us. 

“He was always smiling and we will cherish all 
the great times he gave us. 

“Ceri enjoyed nothing better than taking Lacey 
for a walk, along with his pet dog. 

“He had a great love of animals and was a keen 
footballer, having played for the Barry Boys youth 
team. ” 

Ceri attended Holton Road Primary School and 
Barry Boys Comprehensive School. 

This week the local Assembly Member, Jane Hutt, 
appealed to the Vale Council to take action over what 
she described as an ‘accident black spot’. 

She told The GEM: “After this tragic accident on 
the Barry Docks Link Road, I am calling for urgent 
action from the Vale Council to implement immedi¬ 
ate and necessary restrictions in my constituency, 
and to report on the best highways solutions for this

accident black spot.” 

In March 2009, after two fatalities on the road 
local councillors Anne Moore, Fred Johnson and 
Neil Moore requested a report to look for further 
ways to improve road safety. 

The report was brought to the attention of the 
economy and environment scrutiny meeting on 
September 29, a day after the latest collision. 

Coun Anne Moore said: “Extra safety measures 
clearly need to be made to this road after yet anoth¬ 
er fatality. 

“My condolences go out to the family and 
friends of those who have been casualties after inci¬ 
dents on this road. 

“Something really does need to be done to try to 
prevent more deaths and injuries. 

“At the scrutiny meeting, a highways officer pre¬ 
sented his report, along with photographic evidence 
of 123 illegal manoeuvres which were taken by a 
surveillance camera over approximately a three- 
week period. The evidence before us was frighten¬ 
ing as this clearly showed many incidents of people 
doing U-turns on this very fast stretch of road.”

AN organisation 
based in Barry 
which helps in the 
development of 
young people, has 
been awarded a 
£49,000 grant from 
BBC’s Children in 
Need. 

Thousands of clubs 
and bodies make appli¬ 
cations for grants to the 
popular charity - so for 
Emma Mallam and the 
team at Vibe Experience, 
when the letter arrived 
with a positive response 
it was like winning the 
Lottery! 

Emma said: “My col¬ 
leagues thought I was 
being murdered because 
I was screaming and 
screaming. 

“Making an applica¬ 
tion is a difficult process 
and when the news came 
that we had been suc¬ 
cessful, it was so excit¬ 
ing.” 

Motion Control, a 
project that Emma runs 
under the Vibe 
Experience umbrella, 
teaches dance to 150 
Vale youngsters, some of 
them disabled, on a 
weekly basis. 

She explained: 
“Classes are held at The 
Hub, the Memorial Hall, 
Barry Leisure Centre 
and Llantwit Youth 
Centre. 

“They help to build 
children’s confidence 
and their sense of team¬ 
work. As they develop 
their abilities, it broad-

ens their horizons. 

“Seeing the faces of 
the disabled youngsters 
who enjoy the ‘Local 
Motion’ sessions makes 
it so worthwhile. 

“The funding will 
help to sustain projects 
for the next three years 
and without it, they 
would have stopped. 

“This means that the 
young people can con¬ 
tinue to enjoy dance and 
perform at showcases.” 

The weekly disability 
dance sessions - Local 
Motion - were set up 
using a Community 
Chest Grant in July 2008 
and they have been a 
huge success, with 12 
members performing 
regularly in front of 
large audiences. 

Many of the young¬ 
sters who get involved 
are disadvantaged or dis¬ 
affected, and suddenly 
experience something 
that boosts their self¬ 
esteem. 

Emma has taken Vale 
youngsters as far afield 
as Blackpool and 
Reading to give them a 
taste of performing. 

She added: “Motion 
Control dance pro¬ 
gramme aims to break 
down the boundaries in 
the Vale by demonstrat¬ 
ing that everyone can 
dance and enjoy the 
experience.” 

David Ramsden, the 
chief executive of BBC 
Children in Need, told 
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The GEM: “Our grants 
are made possible by the 
amazing generosity of 
the public. 

“They make it possi¬ 
ble for us to help such 
great projects as Motion 
Control continue to help 
change young lives for 
the better.” 

In 2008, Children in 
Need raised a total of 
£20,991,216. 

Since November, the 
BBC charity has 
received thousands of 
applications for funding. 
These are rigorously 
assessed and considered 
in the months leading up 
to April by eight com¬ 
mittees, who pass on 
their recommendations 
to the trustees of the 
charity. 

Vibe’s main areas of 
activities include urban 
dance, which Emma 
helps to co-ordinate, but 
also music workshops, 
film making and creative

Alun Caims, the Conservative par¬ 
liamentary candidate for the Vale, 
said:“I know that the local authority's 
scrutiny committee is looking at pos¬ 
sible changes to the road. 

“The data from their study is 
alarming. I will speak to Assembly 
colleagues to find out what money is 
available to finance the changes, 
when the authority agrees the best 
way forward.” 

Miles Punter of the Vale Council 
said: “Any fatality on the highway net¬ 
work is a tragedy and our thoughts are 
with the family and friends of those 
involved at this most difficult time. 

“It would be inappropriate to com¬ 
ment on the reasons for the collision 
and any possible measures to reduce 
future risk until we are in receipt of the 
full police report. If it is established 
from the police investigation that high¬ 
way factors were a cause, improve¬ 
ment measures will be considered 
which, depending on the magnitude of 


such measures, could involve a request 
for funding from the Welsh Assembly 
Government. 

“Since 2004, there have been four 
fatalities on this road and 34 persons 
injured. In December 2003 a 
Prohibition of U-Turn Order was made 
preventing vehicles from turning right 
when exiting Coldbrook Road. In 
September 2005 the maximum speed 
limit was reduced from 60mph to 
50mph. From 2005 to 2007 signage 
and road markings were improved, 
road surfacing was improved and a 
merge lane was created.” 

The issue of safety on the Docks 
Link Road is important to the people 
of Barry, Dinas Powys and Sully, and 
the GEM will return to the subject in 
detail next week.

Volunteers mount 
big beach clean-up 


TWELVE volun¬ 
teers teamed up 
with Vale Council 
rangers to help 
clean up 

Porthkerry beach, 
as part of the 
Marine 
Conservation 
Society’s (MCS) 
Beachwatch Big 
Weekend. The 
group removed 
rubbish from a 600 
metres stretch. 

A council spokesman 
stated that the rubbish 
collected was recorded, 
so that the main sources 
of beach litter could be 
identified. MCS will use 
the results from hun¬ 
dreds of similar surveys 
to tackle the sources of 
the problem at national 
and international levels. 

The most common of 
2,670 items collected 
had been fishing lines, 
drink cans and bottles, 
bits of plastic and old 
bits of clothes. Unusual 
items included a wheel 
hub, a metal ladder from 
bunk beds and eight 
shoe heels! 

The survey data from 
Porthkerry Beach 
showed the major source 
of beach litter as: 

• Public litter, eg, 
drinks cans and bottles, 
crisp and sweet packets 
and fast food packaging 



left by careless visitors. 

• Fishing litter, espe¬ 
cially lines, which are 
potentially lethal to 
marine wildlife 

The spokesman said: 
“Results from the MCS 
Beachwatch Big 
Weekend have helped 
influence changes to 
laws on disposing of 
waste at sea, and result¬ 
ed in investment in bet¬ 
ter sewage treatment at 
the coast.” 

He added that MCS is 
now calling for UK gov¬ 
ernments to develop an 
action plan to tackle 
marine litter.

CONFUSING SIGNALS AT 
THE LLANMAES AND 
BOVERTON TURN-OFFS 


WRITE with 
reference to the 
tragic deaths 
that have occurred 
on the B4265 in 
recent months. 

In my capacity as a 
specialist motorcycle 
accident lawyer, I inves¬ 
tigate dozens of serious, 
catastrophic and fatal 
accidents each year. 

The causes of each 
individual accident are, 
of course, for the expert 
police collision investi¬ 
gators to determine, but 
may I offer my thoughts 
generally in relation to 
the road in question and 
use of it? 

Firstly, I completely 
agree with other local 
residents that both the 
junctions for the 
Llanmaes and the 
B overton turn-offs have 
very confusing and dis¬ 
tracting traffic signals, 
the former worse than 
the latter. 

The lack of clarity at 
these junctions has led 
me, on many occasions, 


to witness confused 
motorists failing to obey 
traffic signals, and I do 
not blame them. 

A common cause of 
accidents is hesitation 
and these junctions pro¬ 
mote such behaviour. 

The council’s high¬ 
ways department needs 
to urgently address this 
issue without delay and 
without consideration of 
cost. 

Whatever the cost, it 
will be worth it to pre¬ 
vent another serious 
injury or fatality. 

Further, I can foresee 
a situation whereby the 
council’s insurer may be 
held to account for 
future accidents, if it is 
shown that the confusing 
traffic signals materially 
contributed to such an 
accident. The council 
must act now. 

A further problem 
with the road in question 
is to do with the speed at 
which often young and 
inexperienced motorists 
are sometimes seen to be 
travelling and overtak¬ 


ing. There are sections 
of this road with poor 
sight lines and this 
makes overtaking a dan¬ 
gerous prospect. 

If ever there was a 
place that needed speed 
enforcement measures, it 
is this road, not for rev¬ 
enue raising, as is often 
the case, but to save 
lives. 

The council and 
police must address 
these issues immediately 
and I would be happy to 


discuss my concerns 
with them in more detail 
should they so wish. 

Finally, can I please 
ask road users to watch 
out for motorcyclists, 
remembering to use mir¬ 
rors and over shoulder 
checks before undertak¬ 
ing manoeuvres. 

Basically, Think Bike, 
as the government’s 
campaign advises.

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THE DEFENCE COLLEGE PLAN IS 
RUBBER STAMPED BY VALE COUNCIL 


I N the end, the Defence Technical 
College (DTC) at MoD St Athan was 
not so much debated, as rubber 
stamped at last week’s meeting of the Vale 
Council planning committee. 

Given the fact that it was, by general agreement, 
the biggest and most complex application to ever 
appear before the council, the average observer would 
have been surprised at how few councillors had any¬ 
thing to say about it. 

Not that the members of the press were complain¬ 
ing, you understand. With a DTC application running 
to 240-odd pages, and an Aerospace Business Park 
(ABP) application mnning to 160, a line-by-line 
debate could have lasted two days. 

Nevertheless, I have heard planning committees get 
more excited by a debate over a loft extension. 

So who did speak? First was Coun Gwyn John 
from Llantwit Major, who said that he was speaking 
on behalf of Llantwit Major Town Council and other 
community councils in the area. 

He began by saying that all the local residents he 
had spoken to were totally in favour of the DTC plans 
“inside the wire”. 

The problems, he explained, concerned the plans 
that will take the DTC outside the existing boundaries 
of MoD St Athan. 

He outlined these problems to the planning com¬ 
mittee, and many will be familiar to GEM readers, as 
they have been highlighted in this newspaper in recent 
weeks. 

Coun John said that the Northern Access Road 
(NAR) has attracted considerable opposition, as it will 
take road traffic close to areas that, at the moment, are 
quiet and peaceful. 

He was particularly upset on behalf of Millands 
Park residents, saying that many were elderly and had 
retired there for a quiet life. Residents in Llanmaes 
and Monmouth Way would also be affected. 

He insisted that the NAR was in contravention of 
the Vale Council’s own UDP, and said that noise from 
the new road would be “unbearable”. 

He argued that the NAR was not essential for the 
DTC and ABP, and urged the council to drop this 
aspect of the plan. 

He was also concerned that the firing range would 
be too close to existing homes, and that a Field

Training Area (FTA) where soldiers would train to 
cope with ambushes, was also far too close. 

His other main objection was to the number of 
Service Family Accommodation (SFA) units that are 
to be built ‘outside the wire’. He told the committee: 
“This has come about because the original plan was to 
put these homes on the golf course at RAF St Athan. 

“I am glad that the golf club has been saved, but 
there was no need to respond by putting houses out¬ 
side the wire.” 

Coun John was not a member of the committee, 
but he found support from a councillor who is, the 
leader of Plaid Cymru on the Vale Council, Coun Nic 
Hodges. 

Now, no one could accuse Coun Hodges of being a 
flag-waver for the DTC. 

Some months ago, he claimed that the DTC would 
lead to Llantwit Major being overrun with “drunken 
squaddies”. 

He pointed to the same objections as Coun John, 
the NAR, the SFA and the firing ranges. 

He said: “There was a high level of support for this 
project, which swayed the bid in its favour, but local 
support since then has been haemorrhaging.” 

He had his own solution for the problem of the fir¬ 
ing ranges, pointing out that Wales already had similar 
facilities in Sennybridge and in west Wales. 

He said: “Let us just put them all in a bus and 
drive them out to an existing range.” 

His Plaid colleague Val Hartrey also expressed 
reservations, saying that the ‘Valleywood’ scheme had 
dwindled away to just housing, with the promised 
film studios now lying empty. 

However, when it came to the vote on the DTC, 
Coun Hodges found that his Plaid colleagues were not 
following their leader - and he was the only one to 
vote against. 

When it came to the Aerospace Business Park vote, 
that was passed unanimously. 

Coun Eric Hacker and Coun John Clifford, both 
from Llantwit Major, also expressed concern about 
the effect on their constituents, but there were no 
other contributions. 

So what swayed the rest of the planning commit¬ 
tee? 


It could only be the contribution of Rob Thomas, 
the Vale Council’s head of planning and transporta¬ 
tion. 

Mr Thomas went through the two reports, high¬ 
lighting the areas where there was disagreement, and 
said that, as a result, the council had put more than 
60 conditions on the development - all designed to 


protect local residents. 

There was much talk of decibel readings, and pro¬ 
tective bunds, and sound reduction measures, and 
action to prevent fight pollution. 

In answer to Coun Hartrey’s reservations, he 
insisted that the Northern Access Road cannot be 
built until there is formal approval for the entire proj¬ 
ect. 

This, he said, would mean that it was impossible 
for a ‘housing only’ development to take place.

‘Keep your dogs under 
control’ - plea by farmer 
after his steer is attacked 


A LLANTWIT 
MAJOR farmer is 
calling for dog 
owners to keep 
their pets under 
control - after one 
of his cattle had 
part of its tongue 
bitten off! 

Gareth Lucas, who 
has a beef herd which 
grazes near the coastal 
path, made the shock 
discovery last Thursday 
(September 24). 

The steer had lost a 
section of its tongue, at 
least two inches in 
length, and Mr Lucas 
told The GEM: 

“I can think of no 
alternative explanation, 
and neither could the 
vet who came to exam¬ 
ine the steer.” 

He said: “I have no 
problem with people 
walking in the area and

using the footpaths - it 
is a beautiful place to 
do so. 

“However, if they 


cannot control their 
dog, it must be kept on 
a lead. A number of 
walkers have told me 
about dog owners who 
frequently let their ani¬ 
mals chase my cattle. 

“I hope that someone 
will come forward and 
identify them.” 

He told The GEM 
that at first, he was 
worried that the injury 
would stop the steer 
eating, and that it might 
have to be put down. 

However, it is able 
to get some nourish¬ 
ment by chewing on 
long grass, using its 
lips, but it still cannot 
cope with short grass or 
any special cattle feed. 

Mr Lucas said: “I 
know that it is only a 
tiny minority who act 
in this way, but this 
incident has caused the 
steer an enormous 
amount of distress.”

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PENARTH COMPUTER 
CLUB MEETS SOME OF 
THE GREAT MINDS! 


I HAVE recently 
experienced 
extremely tenuous 
contact with some 
great minds - 
which set me think¬ 
ing and gave me 
some reassuring 
thoughts. 

The first was Alan 
Turing. I have read 
much about the man 
known as the father of 
modem computing and 
his code-breaking work 
at Bletchley Park. I have 
seen the office where he 
worked. 

He was severely treat¬ 
ed after the war because 
of his homosexuality. 
The prime minister has 
recently offered an apol¬ 
ogy for the treatment he 
was given. Putting aside 
the question of whether 
we should be apologis¬ 
ing now for the actions 
of others at the time 
(who were enforcing the 
law as it stood), it is fit¬ 
ting that the enormous 
contribution of a power¬ 
ful intellect should con¬ 
tinue to be acknowl¬ 
edged by a grateful 
nation. 

The second was 
Charles Darwin. I have 


just returned from a visit 
to Down House in Kent 
where he lived for 40 
years and did so much of 
his work. 

He did not claim to 
have a towering intel¬ 
lect, but his observations 
and subsequent exposi¬ 
tions about how species 
arise constitute a monu¬ 
mental result from a life¬ 
time of self-imposed 
study. 

All this could be a 
mite dispiriting for us 
mere mortals who stum¬ 
ble along from crisis to 
crisis but these giants of 
intellect and application 
had their problems too! 

When I have lost 
something I remind 
myself that Alan Turing 
was, at one time during 
the war, so convinced 
that we would be invad¬ 
ed and overrun that he 
buried a quantity of gold 
in the woods for safety. 
He then contributed to 
winning the war, but was 
never able to find his 
gold! 

In the same vein, 
Charles Darwin was well 
known to have notes and 
samples of his work 
scattered about his room 
and even throughout the 


house. His workroom 
shows bits and pieces all 
over the place. 

My desk is as messy 
as anybody’s, I suppose, 
but it is nice to know 
that I am in illustrious 
company - even if I 
have no expectation of 
astounding the scientific 
community. The same 
could be said for the 
way my data is stored. 

The folder structure is 
inconsistent across the 
several interests that I 
have, but I know where 
everything is; that is the 
important thing. 

There are ways of 
making sure that you do 
not lose data on your 
computer. Some of them 
are very efficient, but 
have to be learnt for 
maximum benefit. 

Others are inefficient 
and store multiple copies 
to such an extent that 
they require additional 
storage space on external 
hard drives. They are 
cumbersome, but 
straightforward. That’s 
mine. 

In short, you should 
work the way that suits 
you and not worry that 
other people do things 
differently. If you want

It pays to experi¬ 
ment so that you choose 
the one that best suits 
the way you want to 
work. 

If you have never hid¬ 
den something valuable 
and then been unable to 
find it, you can feel 
superior to one clever 
person in that respect. If 
that doesn’t work for 
you because you HAVE 
been unable to find 
something important - 
well, you can always 
tidy your desk.

Landmark scheme 
will preserve 
Cowbridge’s 
historic town walls 


by MIKE MEREDITH 


C owbridge’s 
historic town 
walls, first 
built in the 12th 
century, are to be 
repaired and 
restored under a 
creative scheme 
devised by the 
town’s Charter 
Trust which is like¬ 
ly to get under way 
within weeks. 

Under the project, 
funded by the Vale 
Council, the walls will 
be re-pointed, repaired 
and in some circum¬ 
stances reconstructed to 
make them safe and 
weather-proof. 

Charter Trust chair¬ 
man, Luke Millar said: 
“This is easily the most 
important scheme that 
the Trust has taken on 
since it was formed eight 
years ago. The walls 
were in im mi nent danger 
of collapse, as they 
already have in one 
small portion. 

“Indeed, they might 
have been lost entirely 
had we not had the 
invaluable support of our 
consultant civil engineer, 
Peter Jones, together 
with that of the Vale 
Council and our own 
walls sub-group, who 
have worked over three 
years to prepare the 
structures for this impor¬ 
tant launch decision.” 

Mr Jones, who out¬ 
lined the proposed 
scheme to Trust mem¬ 
bers at Cowbridge Town 
Hall last Thursday said 
that the project was like¬ 
ly to take five-seven 
months to complete, 
dependent on the weath¬ 
er. 

He said that bids for 
the contract had been 
received from four expe¬ 


rienced local contractors, 
all of them professionals 
in the construction of 
stonework and the use of 
lime mortar. 

Mr Jones observed: “It 
is comforting to know 
that such skilled people 
are available to complete 
work like this. All four 
have been most thorough 
in their proposals and we 
expect to award the con¬ 
tract very shortly. 

“I see it as a triumph 
for Cowbridge, acknowl¬ 
edging the vital part that 
the town has played in 
the history and develop¬ 
ment of south Wales. 
Everyone who takes 
pride in the town should 
have reason to celebrate 
this scheme.” 

Cowbridge town walls 
were first built in the 
second half of the 12th 
century by Richard de 
Clare, and stood the test 
of time as a secure bas¬ 
tion until the 1700s when 
they were largely dis¬ 
mantled to provide 
stonework for the con¬ 
struction of nearby prop¬ 
erties, including Old 
Hall. 

“As we’ve seen from 
the foundations, the orig¬ 
inal walls were substan¬ 
tial and formed from 
blocks of dressed stone, 
probably quarried local¬ 
ly,” Mr Millar explained. 

“They were then 
replaced by the largely 
rubble wall we have 
today. 

“Despite its perhaps 
lesser pedigree, the walls 
stand as testament to 
times past, giving 
Cowbridge a status as 
one of the few remaining 
walled towns in Wales. It 
is right and proper that 
these structures should 
be preserved and main¬ 
tained. That is what we 
are about to do,” he 
added. 


Town hall packed 
out for screening 


TRANSITION 
Cowbridge, in col¬ 
laboration with the 
Big Screen, brought 
a screening of The 
Age of Stupid to 
Cowbridge last 
week. 

The capacity audi¬ 
ence, which included the 
Mayor and Mayoress 
and invited guests from 
the local community, 
joined a global premiere.

Rob McGhee, of the 
Transition group, gave a 
short presentation before 
the film to introduce the 
principles of Transition, 
which is rooted in the 
need for a sustainable 
future in the face of 
Climate Change and 
Peak Oil. 

He said: “Transition is 
a means of bringing peo¬ 
ple together to develop a 


sustainable way of life 
for themselves, the com¬ 
munity and the planet.” 

At the end of the film, 
Atlantic College student, 
Charlie Young (17), told 
of his experience during 
the production of the 
film, which was five 
years in the making. 

He made an impas¬ 
sioned plea for its mes¬ 
sage to be heard and 
acted upon at all levels 
of society, Government, 
community and by each 
individual. 

Charlie said: “Our 
generation is at a unique 
point in history. We 
have the chance to take 
action now and to save 
ourselves; we will be 
heralded by future gen¬ 
erations who will look 
back at this time.”

Willis’ sci-fi actioner

S CIENCE fic¬ 
tion and 
drama have 
always gone hand 
in hand on the cine¬ 
ma screen. 

From the likes of 
Metropolis, through to 
Blade Runner and 
movies like I, Robot, the 
mixture has made for 
varied success, produc- 


nothing of the sort - 
instead it is the kind of

What they all have in 
common is a message 
that over-reliance on 
technology can be a 
harmful thing, whether 
it is in the shape of alien 
life or from our own 
human hands. 

The latest film to 
labour this point is 
Surrogates, set in an 
alternative present-day 
where humans live their 
day-to-day lives through 
their very own robotic 
‘surrogate’. 

When instances of 
humans being murdered 
at the same time as their 
surrogates crop up, FBI 
agent Tom Greer (Bruce 
Willis) and his partner 
(Radha Mitchell) are 
assigned to investigate 
them; however, when 
Greer is forced to leave 
his home and investigate 
a world he is no longer 
part of, he finds these 
murders are just the tip 
of the iceberg... 

Like most of the 
product that comes off 
Hollywood’s assembly 
line these days, 
Surrogates is based on a 
comic book series. It is 
highly likely that said 
comic book series is 
probably a thousand 
more times intelligent 
and entertaining than its 
filmic counterpart. 

Surrogates is a 
painfully dull film that, 
while making noises 
about being a block¬ 
buster with brains, is 


stupidly short running 
time of 88 minutes 
(nowhere near enough 


cile, the screenplay tak¬ 
ing far too obvious turns 
into narrative cul-de- 
sacs that are far too well 
worn to lend any con¬ 
viction to the story. 

In fact, it recalls I, 
Robot, both stylistically 
and in narrative terms 
(though given its based 
on source material you 
can’t really blame the 
writers), and much like 
that film, Surrogates 
also misfires quite dra¬ 
matically.

NEWS FROM PENARTH AND DISTRICT RAMBLERS 


FOLLOWING HARD 
FOUGHT-FOR TRAIL 
THROUGH HISTORY 


D; 


URING 1993, when 
the Penarth and 
District group was 
formed, a walk was led by 
Nina and Derek Smith 
(Footpath and Countryside 
officers respectively) to 
highlight the fact that it 
was almost impossible to 
walk for any distance in 
the Vale. 

Entitled Forbidden Britain, 
they demonstrated in the 
Michaelston and Wrinstone areas 
that pathways were blocked, 
obstructed and overgrown, gates 
were encased in barbed wire and 
stiles were in need of repair. 

In April 1996, Valeways, an 
independent charity that performs 
voluntary environmental work, 
was formed and since then much 
of the Vale has been transformed 
with new gates, stiles and bridges 
being installed and pathways 
being cleared. 

As a result of their hard work 
together with other volunteers, 
the Valeways Millennium Trail 
was created that meanders 
through years of history and the 
glorious countryside of the Vale, 
from St Fagans to Peterston- 
super-Ely. 

Recently, Geraint Thomas, 
with his sheepdog Patch, recreat¬ 
ed that walk to admire some of 
the changes that had taken place, 
to point out work that needed 
doing, but also to highlight a new 
threat to that part of the country¬ 
side as a result of the Wenvoe 
Quarry applying to renew their 
application to extend the present 
quarry. 


The party of 17 walkers and 
dogs Pip and Bracken set out 
from Leckwith, climbing over 
two broken stiles to join the Pen- 
y-Tumpike Road for a short dis¬ 
tance, before circumnavigating 
the narrow path, which had been 
overgrown around the old reser¬ 
voir. 

Passing through a field con¬ 
taining pigs, they emerged onto 
the road and descended through 
fields to cross the footbridge and 
made their way towards the re¬ 
development at Home Farm. 

Reaching the Michaelston 
Lane, they moved on to the 
Salmon Leaps and sat in warm 
sunshine to enjoy a refreshment 
break. Following the pathway up 
through Cwrt yr Ala Woods to 
Wrinstone Farm, they turned 
sharply and followed the stony 
bridleway uphill stopping at a 
junction of paths ahead. 

For those walkers who were 
unfamiliar with the area, the 
leader took the time to explain 
the boundary lines of the pro¬ 
posed new quarry extension 
which will be 500 metres from 
the beautiful lakes at the Salmon 
Leaps, and half a mile from the 
quiet village of Michaelston-le- 
Pit. 

Following the bridleway back 
to the Michaelston Lane, the 
group gazed towards the distant 
shape of Garth Hill across this 
wonderful, sleepy, green valley 
which is totally unspoilt and used 
by dog-walkers, joggers, horse 
riders and walkers. 

On a positive note, the new 
quarry would create new jobs but 
on the negative side, constant 
explosions, dust, dumper trucks, 


drilling, stone-splitting and heavy 
lorries to move the stone would 
create havoc and the damage 
caused to the environment, ani¬ 
mal, plant and bird life would be 
unthinkable. 

Crossing fields to Bullcroft, 
they wandered on past the ruined 
listed building at Brynwell with 
its medieval window, stopping 
further on in a quiet meadow for 
lunch, before following the lane 
uphill to emerge back onto the 
Leckwith Road and the end of 
their journey. 

On October 3, meet at 9.30am 
at Penarth cliff top car park for a 
6-7-mile easy walk to Sully

A little 
‘tweaking’ 
will go a 
long way 

STEVE is usually one of the first to 
arrive to set up the projection system 
ready for the talk and generally be use¬ 
ful. 

At the last meeting of the Penarth Computer 
Club, he was scheduled to give the talk on how to 
be in control of your computer. With minutes to go 
before the start, he arrived in haste having been 
delayed. Everything was ready. 

He connected his laptop to the projector - and it 
wouldn’t talk to the projector. 

Why are inanimate objects so often like that? It 
is as if they know exactly when being awkward 
would have the most effect. 

In a few minutes, Steve had wrestled his laptop 
into submission, thus proving that he, at least, was 
in control of his computer. He then proceeded to 
show everybody how to be in control of theirs. 

He showed how to customise the view of the 
desktop (the view you enjoy when starting a work¬ 
ing session). 

The first button to click on is the start button. 
Even at this first stage there are options for what 
appears next. If you do not like the menu that pops 
up on start, you can revert to an earlier classic view 
that might be more familiar and perhaps more to 
your taste. Go: start > control panel; double click 
on Taskbar and Start Menu Properties. 

Click on the Start Menu tab and you can have the 
choice between the normal start menu and the clas¬ 
sic one. 

Whichever one you prefer, if you click on the 
Customize button you will find options available. 

There are too many options to explain in detail, 
but you can experiment with them when you are in 
the mood. The other tab on the dialogue box con¬ 
cerns the Taskbar at the bottom of the screen. There 
are interesting options for that, too! 

When you right-click in any space on the desk¬ 
top a dialogue box appears. The Themes tab will 
help you select from a variety of colour schemes 
for your windows. 

The Desktop tab will let you choose the back¬ 
ground picture (or a plain colour). The Screensaver 
tab has more than a dozen options - including a 
slide show of your own pictures if you wish. 

The Appearance tab allows tweaking of all sorts 
of properties within the Windows Classic view. 

The last tab, Settings, allows changes to be made 
to the resolution. The range of options will depend 
on the capability of your monitor. 

You can adjust the settings to give the most sat¬ 
isfactory results. A lower resolution will result in 
displayed items being bigger, but consequently 
with room to show fewer items. Conversely a high 
resolution can show more items at a smaller scale. 

Customisation doesn’t stop there. Far more 
options exist. Start > Help > Customising your 
computer will open up a world of possibilities. 

The keyboard and mouse offer a wealth of 
tweaks to suit your preference. 

The mouse is a much-used tool to communicate 
with the computer and you can control the speed 
that it travels and what it looks like at start > con¬ 
trol panel; double-click on Mouse. 

You can switch the buttons left-to-right. You can 
select from 20 mouse schemes to find one that suits 
under the Pointers tab - even so far as to select 
individual icons to create your own scheme that 
you can save. 

If you wish, you can arrange to have the pointer 
move automatically to a default button in a dia¬ 
logue box to save yourself the trouble of moving it. 
This is useful for people who find difficulty in con¬ 
trolling mouse movements. 

Who needs computer games when there is so 
much fun to be had playing with customisation? 
There’s something for everyone and you are 
encouraged to play. 

You can, perhaps, turn your computing experi¬ 
ence from a chore to a pleasure. Happy tweaking.

VALE Police are issuing 
a crime prevention 
warning, following a 
rise in the number of 
bicycle thefts across the 
county. 

During the summer 
The GEM reported on 
thefts of valuable, high 
quality push bikes which 
had been stolen in 
Penarth and Dinas 
Powys. 

The police say they are 
concerned that some peo¬ 
ple have left bikes unat¬ 
tended and unlocked, 
making them an ideal tar¬ 
get for thieves. 

“Owners should 
secure their bikes and 
take responsibility for 
them and not leave them 
unlocked and insecure. 

“We have recovered a 
dozen bicycles from 
hedgerows and bushes in 
the Penarth area, particu¬ 
larly in the Marina area. 
Some of these may have 
been stolen from the 
Cardiff area.
